voted for incorporation, placing the city on a self governing 
asis 
and opening the way for public improvements and developments which 
otherwise would have been impossible. 
Tustin ranchers this year will 
benefit to the extent of 
several 
million dollars. 
Tustin schools are 
ranked 
aironjr 
the 
best 
in 
the 
state. 
Real estate activity in Tus­ 
tin is lively, although there are 
not more than three real estate 
offices in the town. 
Orange growers in the Tustin 
district will receive more than $2,- 
000.000 from their crops this year, 
according to reports gathered from 
the 
packing houses which 
serve 
the district. 
The Mutual Orange 
Distributors’ 
house 
has 
shipped 
more than 200 carloads of orfinges 
this year and will return to its 
growers nearly $300,000. The Gold­ 
en 
W est 
Citrus 
association 
has 
shipped a total of nearly 450 cars 
during the season and will make 
returns to the growers aggregat­ 
ing 
$700,000. 
The 
Tustin 
Hills 
Citrus 
association 
has 
shipped 
more than 600 cars of fruit dur­ 
ing the season and returns to the 
growers will exceed $1,000,000. 
W alnut growers in the Tustin

in Southern California. 
Persimmon growers in the Tus­

their crops. 
This is the first year 
that persimmons have been ship­ 
ped in carload lots from Southern 
California and the first carloads 
to leave the state were shipped 
from Tustin. 
The persimmons are

Tustin boasts the largest Con­ 
cord grape vineyard in the world 
and one of the largest grape juice 
making establishments in Califor­ 
nia.

Santa Ana city library for October 
passed the 20,000 mark and totaled 
20,702, according to figu res com­ 
piled by Miss Jeannette McFadden, 
city librarian. These figu res in­ 
clu de circu lation at the branch 
libraries. 
Circu lation for the y ear ended 
October 31, 1927 totaled 218 .8 24, 
Miss McFadden said. “These fig­ 
u res are v ery different from the 
ones at the end of the y ear in 
18 93 when the library was still in 
its infancy .” the librarian contin­ 
u ed. “At that time a special story 
was written when the library a t­ 
tained a circu lation of 
135 for 
one day du ring the y ear. 
The 
total circu lation for the y ear of 
18 93 was abou t 30,000.” 
The history of the Santa Ana 
library as giv en by Miss McFadden 
is as fo^ows: 
“Santa Ana people saw the need 
of a library early in the town's 
history , A circu lating library was 
organized in 18 78 . Some of the 
books were donated; socials, mu ­ 
sicals and literary entertainments 
were giv en in order to raise money 
to pu rchase more books and 
to 
maintain the library . In 18 8 7 this 
library nu mbered 400 v olu mes and 
the members v oted to tu rn it ov er 
to the W. C. T. U. 
"September 1, 18 91 the W. C. T. 
U. transferred the library to the 
city of Santa Ana. The library at 
this time consisted of 960 v olu mes 
and was located in a hall at 112 
W est 
Fou rth 
street. From that 
date it was su pported by a tax 
lev y , and was thrown open to the 
city as a free library and reading 
room. 
“In 18 92 the library was mov ed 
to the Herv ey bu ilding, 121 East 
Fou rth street, where it remained 
u ntil it was mov ed to its present 
site, Ju ly , 1903. 
“At the time of the completion 
of the present library there were 
4092 v olu mes nu mbered, with a 
circu lation 
of 24,220. Ten y ears 
later, 1913, there were 14,400 v ol­ 
u mes in the library and the circu ­ 
lation was 60,000. 
Monthly circu la­ 
tion at that time av eraged 5 100. 
“In 1904 membership was 18 77. 
The present membership is 10,75 7. 
There are now 41,928 books, maga­ 
zines, and pamphlets in the library . 
Tor many y ears one librarian was 
enou gh to care for the books and 
tend to the wishes of the bor­ 
rowers bu t we now hav e a staff 
ef 11 which does not Inclu de the 
girls who work only part time,” 
Miss McFadden declared.

In March, 1908 , Rochester set­ 
tled in Costa Mesa attracted by 
the bay and the scenic beau ty 
that the Costa Mesa offered. 
He 
said that 
boats 
of 
considerable 
depth u sed to come u p the bay 
to Port Orange, the early port of 
Newport harbor. 
Then, the Santa 
Ana riv er went on a rampage and 
cu t a new channel throu gh and 
instead of empty ing into the ocean 
between Newport and Hu ntington 
Beach, the riv er emptied its flood 
waters Into Newport harbor. This 
tended to All the u pper portion of 
the bay with silt and sand. 
A 
great many lu mber schooners in 
the earlier day s u sed to dock at 
Port 
Orange 
and 
their cargoes 
carried ov er land as far as Salt 
Lake City , where many of the 
older hou ses still standing hav e 
lu mber in them that was landed 
at 
Newport 
harbor. 
First 
this 
lu mber was hau led by horses or 
ox en, then later a railroad was 
constru cted as far as Santa Ana 


and the more modern method of 
transportation was u sed. 
SEES POSSIBILITIES 
The old cou nty road irom Santa 
Ana to Newport u sed to ru n to 
the sou th 
of the present road. 
Stephen 
Townsend, 
Long Beach 
and Pasadena operator, came to 
Costa Mesa and thou ght that the 
potential possibilities of a great 
city were there. 
He laid ou t a 
su bdiv ision and instead of lay ing 
this property ou t by compass. Mr. 
Townsend planned Costa Mesa so 
that 
it paralleled 
the 
railroad. 
Before this time a man by the 
name of Harper settled here and 
started a small store. 
NAME CHANGED 
The railroad made this a regu - 
lar stop to pu t off freight and 
the place became known as H ar­ 
per. 
Then, abou t 20 y ears ago, 
the few residents that liv ed on 
the Mesa held a contest to select 
a name for the new section being 
popu lated. 
Miss Alice Plu mmer 
su ggested 
the 
name 
of 
Costa 
Mesa and at an election held by 
the territory inv olv ed, Costa Mesa 
was decided to be the most ap­ 
propriate name offered, so Mias 
Plu mmer won the $25 prize and 


the honor for hav ing giv en the 
place a name. 
The H arper store j Costa Mesa, 
had gone ou t of ex istence at this 
time, so Townsend, in order to 
bring a place of 
bu siness 
into 
Costa Mesa, gav e the piece 
of 
property on which the new Lewis 
market now stands to a man by 
the name of Ozment, who agreed 
to erect a store here if Townsend 
wou ld prov ide the grou nd. 
Oz- 
ment had come to Costa Mesa 
from Sou th Carolina and his en- j 
tire family was 
su ffering 
from 
asthma. 
Costa 
Mesa 
prov ed to 
be the remedy the family needed1 
and they proceeded to regain their I 
health, later mov ing to Santa Ana. j 
The first store of the Ozmenta j 
bu rned down and a new store was | 
erected 
on the site 
of the first j 
bu ilding. 
WAR 
HALTS ACTIVITY 
Considerable activ ity 
dev eloped ! 
in Costa Mesa abou t 1910, su bsid­ 
ing as the war broke.

Cardinal O'Co nnell of the archcliocese of Bos- 
to n has stirred u p a v eritable hornet’s nest by his 
denu nciatio n o f the hy mn, “ Beautiful Isle of Some­ 
where.” which has been q u ite the v ogue at funeral 


serv ices in families o f ev ery denomination, including 
Ro man Catho lic, ev er since it was first » ung at the 
fu neral o f President McKinley . 
The cardinal in a 
letter to the p riests o f his diocese forbidding its use 
in Ro man Catho lic chu rches calls the hy mn 
a 
flagrant o u trage to faith and the ritual, and com­ 
mands that o rganists who aHow the “ stupid per­ 
fo rmance" in the fu tu re shall be suspended and dis­ 
charged. 
The religio u s and the daily press hav e been del­ 
u ged with letters o f p ro test, and k is v ery ev ident 
that the cardinal has offended against a tender 
sentiment which the hy mn has ev oked. 
There are 
many in Pro testant chu rches who hav e not been 
v ery enthu siastic o v er the 
hy mn. 
It is ov ermuch 
sentimental; and y et one cannot read it ov er with 
care witho u t no ting so me v ery 
high and holy sen­ 
timent which meets a deep longing in the hearts of 
tho se who hav e lo v ed and 
lost. 
The writer of the 
bo o k o f Rev elatio n u ses 
some striking imagery to 
describe the fu tu re felicity of those who pass on. 
‘‘H arp s,” and “p early gates,” and “ golden streets, 
and many similar sy mbo ls might be called just as 
“ trashy ," and hav e been called so, but hardly by a 
Ro man Catho lic cardinal. And w t cannot see any ­ 
thing mau dlin o r trashy in singing about “ a land 
o f the tru e where we liv e anew," in which "loads 
are lifted,” “gates o p ened,” “ clouds rifted," where 
so ng birds sing, and “where God liv es, and all is 
well."
